Jesuit  Community,  Kennedy  Foundation 
gifts  bring  New  Heights  over  $9  million 


Two  recent  major  contribu- 
tions to  the  New  Heights 
Advancement  Campaign  have 
brought  the  five-year  $21  million 
drive  close  to  the  halfway  point 
after  18  months  of  campaigning. 
A  gift  of  $300,000  from  the  Jesuit 
Community  of  Boston  College 
and  a  grant  of  $100,000  from  the 
Frederick  J.  Kennedy  Memorial 
Foundation  carried  the  cam- 
paign over  the  $9  million  mark. 

This  year's  gift  from  the  Jesuit 
Community  brought  it's  total 
contribution  to  the  campaign  to 
$1.5  million.  Presented  to  the 
University  by  Daniel  J.  Shine, 
S.J.,  rector  of  the  community,  the 
latest  contribution,  as  has  the 
earlier  $1.2  million,  will  be  used 
to  support  funds  for  scholarships 


and  endowment  for  the  Thomas 
I.  Gasson,  S.J.,  Professorship. 
Scholarships  provided  by  the 
contributions  are  intended  for 
deserving  students  from  the 
Greater  Boston  area. 

The  grant  from  the  Kennedy 
Foundation  will  be  used  for 
development  of  a  learning 
resource  center  in  the  School  of 
Nursing.  The  new  facility, 
expected  to  be  in  the  form  of  an 
addition  to  Cushing,  will  permit 
expansion  of  audiovisual  facili- 
ties as  an  adjunct  to  the  S.O.N, 
library. 

The  University's  proposal  to 
the  foundation  cited  the  critical 
need  for  additional  space  for  an 
expanding  audiovisual  program 
in  the  School.

Dean  Dineen,  two  Faculty  members 
named  to  national  nursing  academy 


Nursing  Dean  Mary  Dineen 
and  two  members  of  the  Univer- 
sity Faculty  have  been  inducted 
into  the  American  Academy  of 
Nursing,  which  is  composed  of 
registered  nurses  who  have 
made  significant  contributions  to 
the  nursing  profession.  They  are 
the  first  members  of  the  B.C. 
community  to  be  inducted  into 
the  four-year-old  organization. 

Dean  Dineen,  Professor  Ann 
Burgess  and  Associate  Professor 
Marjory  Gordon,  Ph.D.  '72,  were 
among  67  new  members  in- 
ducted in  ceremonies  Sept.  19  at 
the  academy's  national  conven- 
tion in  Kansas  City,  Mo. 


The  academy  was  established 
in  1973  by  the  American  Nurses 
Association  (A.N.A.)  to  advance 
new  concepts  of  nursing  care 
and  to  identify  and  explore 
issues  in  health  as  they  affect 
nursing,  as  well  as  to  offer  pro- 
posed solutions  to  issues  con- 
fronting nursing  and  health. 

Dean  of  S.O.N,  since  1972, 
Mary  Dineen  is  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  figures  in  nursing 
education  in  the  United  States. 
For  six  years  prior  to  her 
appointment  here,  she  served  as 
director  of  baccalaureate  and 
higher  degree  programs  of  the 
National  League  of  Nursing.  She 
is  now  also  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  Massachu- 
setts Nurses  Association. 

Prof.  Burgess,  a  member  of  the 
Faculty  since  1969,  is  nationally 
known  as  an  expert  on  rape  and 
its  victims.  She  is  the  author  or 
co-author  of  four  books  and  a 
member  of  the  A.N.A.'s  Council 
of  Advanced  Practitioners  in 
Psychiatric-Mental  Health  Nurs- 
ing. 

Prof.  Gordon,  who  joined  the 
Faculty  in  1972,  is  a  pioneer  in 
the  development  and  ongoing 
research  related  to  nursing  diag- 
nosis and  establishment  of  a 
nomenclature  for  nursing.  She  is 
head  of  the  National  Task  Force 
on  Nursing  Diagnosis.

give  and  take  when  they  bring 

their  classroom  training  to  industry 


M.B.A.,  schmeM.B.A.  M.B.A.s 
are  a  dime  a  dozen.  Better  yet,  1 
wish  I  had  a  dime  for  every 
M.B.A.  who's  still  looking  for 
work.  The  real  problem  is  that 
M.B.A.s  have  got  all  this  theoret- 
ical knowledge,  but  they  still 
can't  tell  which  way  is  up. 

So,  O.K.  ...  an  M.B.A.  What 
do  you  get?  If  you're  from  a  well- 
known  eastern  business  school 
across  the  river,  you  get  to 
"interview  the  companies"  — 
they  don't  interview  you.  If 
you're  from  B.C.  .  .  .  well  .  .  . 
you 're  probably  just  as  well  qual- 
ified, you've  had  the  cases,  done 
the  core,  good  school,  accredited, 
superb  faculty.  It's  just  that  .  .  . 
well  .  .  .  we've  been  interviewing 
at  School  X  and  School  Y  since 
shortly  after  "The  Flood"  and 
we've  always  been  happy  with 
the  people  we've  hired. 

When  you're  from  B.C.,  you 
work  a  little  harder. 

Recruiter: 

Well,  you're  interested  in 
product  management  .  .  .  uh  huh 
.  .  .  entrepreneurial  instincts  .  .  . 
like  the  idea  of  total  responsibil- 
ity .  .  .  concentration  in  market- 
ing. Now,  what's  this?  Member 
of  student  management  team 
that  worked  on  five-month  mar- 
keting research  project  for 
American  Optical  Corp.  Surveys 
.  .  .  telephone  .  .  .  questionnaire 
.  .  .  personal  interview  .  .  .  chi- 
square  .  .  .  full-day  presentation 
to  top  management  .  .  .  regular 
contact  with  product  managers 
and  research  personnel. 

So  .  .  .  you're  not  exactly  a 
novice  to  all  this.  Tell  me  some 
more.  What  exactly  did  you  do? 


Exactly  what  students  in  Prof. 
Robert  Hisrich's  marketing 
course  did  was  to  lay  what  they 
were  learning  on  the  line  as  they 
went  to  work  (unsalaried)  on 
projects  for  American  Optical 
Corp.  that  forced  them  to  deal 
with  classroom  theoretics  in 
very  real  terms.  Hisrich's  course, 
in  fact,  is  probably  the  most 
powerful  and  impressive  mani- 
festation of  a  curricular  evalua- 
tion that  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly commonplace  in  the  School 
of  Management,  in  both  the  grad- 
uate and  undergraduate  divi- 
sions. 

Where  once  the  case  study 
method  of  instruction  was  hailed 
as  a  development  to  get  students 
out  of  the  laboratory  and  into  the 
field,  student  management  proj- 
ects with  "live"  companies  have 
brought  students  to  the  point 
where  the  management  prob- 
lems they  are  dealing  with  are  no 
longer  found  in  the  "case"  at  the 
back  of  the  chapter.  The  profes- 
sional manager  with  the  prob- 
lems is  actually  sitting  in  front  of 
the  students  and  his  problems 
are  real,  with  hard  dollars-and- 
cents  ramifications;  the  manager 
is  not  there  for  the  academic 
exercise. 

Prof.  Hisrich's  students  are 
just  one  group  that  has  been 
working  in  live  management  sit- 
uations. Prof.  Thomas  Dunn  has 
long  been  working  with  the  U.S. 
Small  Business  Administration 
to  put  student  teams  to  work 
with  "the  little  guy"  —  the  small 
businessman  or  businesswoman 
who  will  never  have  the 
resources  and  often  not  the  per- 


sonal business  background  to 
take  full  advantage  of  circum- 
stances or,  often,  just  to  survive. 
Prof.  Michael  Peters  has  brought 
a  wide  variety  of  entrepreneurial 
types  into  his  "New  Product 
Development"  class  in  which 
students  determine  exactly  what 
should  be  done  with  this  electri- 
cal continuity  tester  or  that  com- 
puter typerotor.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Prof.  R.  Balachandra,  the 
Student  Management  Consul- 
tants of  Boston  College  are 
actively  drumming  up  business 
in  an  effort  to  give  real  help  to 
companies  in  need  and  to  gain 
some  first-hand  experience  for 
themselves. 

Prof.  Balachandra  is  also 
teaching  an  operations  course 
this  fall  in  which  students  will 
"consult"  to  a  variety  of  organi- 
zations. Finally,  Adjunct  Prof. 
Joel  Chase,  in  his  course 
"Management  of  Health  Care" 
will  provide  students  the  oppor- 
tunity to  gain  first  hand  experi- 
ence at  a  number  of  health  care 
facilities. 

Prof.  Hisrich  started  the  mar- 
keting research  course  in  the 
graduate  division  at  S.O.M.  four 
years  ago.  Hisrich  developed  a 
close  relationship  with  the  Small 
Business  Institute,  a  division  of 
the  Small  Business  Administra- 
tion in  Boston,  which  proved  to 
be  a  valuable  source  of  compa- 
nies in  need  of  services  such  as 
those  available  from  the  B.C. 
students.  The  relationship 
obviously  washed  the  other  way 
as  well;  in  fact,  B.C.'s  work  has 
been  so  good  that  a  graduate  stu- 
dent management  team,  in  com- 
petition with  other  schools  ser- 
vicing local  S.B.A.  clients,  was 
recently  awarded  top  honors  in 
the  District  I  area  of  the  S.B.A. 
for  its  work  with  a  company 
called  Radiation  Monitoring 
Devices,  Inc. 

As  time  passed,  the  reputation 
of  the  work  being  done  by  Prof. 
Hisrich's  students  grew  and 
companies  became  aware  that  a 
first-rate  service  was  available  at 
ridiculously  low  cost.  They 
began  to  contact  Prof.  Hisrich 
and  he  also  began  to  solicit 
"bigger  game."  Today,  it  has 
reached  the  point  where  he  is 
concerned,  not  with  where  he 
will  find  the  corporations  to 
which  the  students  can  consult, 
but  rather  how  to  spread  himself 
around  sufficiently  to  oversee 
the  many  different  projects  that 
the  students  in  the  course  are 
undertaking  with  various  com- 
panies. 


When  university  students  do 
get  in  the  door,  more  often  than 
not  they're  in  for  a  while.  One  of 
Prof.  Hisrich's  major  obstacles  in 
establishing  these  corporate  rela- 
tionships, however,  has  been  the 
initial  wariness  of  executives 
who  in  the  past  have  suffered 
some  disappointing  experiences 
with  students  from  other 
schools.  Once  the  B.C.  students 
have  shown  what  they  can  pro- 
duce, however,  many  companies 
have  been  anxious  to  continue 
the  arrangement. 

Douglas  B.  Brown  is  director 
of  business  development  and 
marketing  research  for  Ameri- 
can Optical  Corp.  in  South- 
bridge.  A.O.  is  a  subsidiary  of 
Warner-Lambert.  Under 

Brown's  authority,  the  B.C.  stu- 
dent teams  worked  on  three  proj- 
ects: 1)  measurement  of  response 
to  the  original  product  concept  of 
tennis  glasses  that  improve  visi- 
bility under  indoor  or  poor  light- 
ing conditions  and  evaluation  of 
the  effectiveness  of  product 
materials  and  programs;  2) 
research  for  a  new  product;  and 
3)  a  marketing  study  for  an  entire 
category  of  plastic  products. 
(Information  relating  to  the  latter 
two  projects  was  considered 
highly  confidential  and  deemed 
proprietary  by  A.O.) 

Brown  said  A.O.  managers 
have  been  very  pleased  with  the 
performance  of  the  student 
teams.  Indeed,  that  four  more 
B.C.  student  teams  returned  to 
A.O.  as  part  of  Prof.  Hisrich's 
"Quantitative  Marketing"  course 
this  past  spring  testifies  to  that 
corporate  satisfaction. 

"American  Optical  project 
initiators  have  commented 
favorably  on  the  performance  of 
the  students,"  Brown  said 
recently.  In  the  A.O.  scheme  of 
things  a  project  initiator  is  gener- 
ally a  product  manager.  In  addi- 
tion, project  coordinators,  those 
who  worked  most  closely  with 
the  students,  are  professional 
marketing  researchers. 

Brown  outlined  the  two  main 
benefits  he  felt  the  students 
brought  to  A.O.  "American  Opti- 
cal does  not  have  unlimited 
resources  and  these  projects 
were  at  the  margin;  it  is  likely 
that  these  valuable  projects 
would  not  have  been  undertaken 
if  it  were  not  for  the  students," 
he  said.  "Additionally,  it  allowed 
the  A.O.  project  coordinators  to 
exercise  some  supervisory 
responsibility." 

As  the  projects  progressed, 
each  was  reviewed  "two  or  three

times,"  Brown  said,  and  students 
were  advised  to  make  adjust- 
ments in  scope,  research 
methodology  and  oral  and  writ- 
ten presentations.  A.O.  wanted 
the  report  to  conform  in  every 
way  to  the  standards  exacted 
from  professional  marketing 
researchers.  It  wanted  a  payoff 
for  the  time  and  resources  it  was 
allocating  to  the  projects. 

Brown  said  the  establishment 
of  effective  lines  of  communica- 
tion between  students  and  A.O. 
professionals  was  critical  to  the 
success  of  the  venture  and  that 
as  these  lines  became  firmly 
established,  with  time,  progress 
on  the  projects  increased. 

Students  who  worked  with 
American  Optical  were,  needless 
to  say,  highly  enthusiastic  about 
the  experience.  And  they  were 
careful  to  point  out  that  benefits 
accrue  to  both  sides  in  the  propo- 
sition. 

"I  don't  think  they  could  have 
received  a  better  performance 
than  they  got  from  B.C.  no  mat- 
ter whom  they  hired,"  said  Jim 
Pouliot,  '77,  who  has  taken  a 
product  manager's  job  with  a 
midwestern  bank.  He  attributed 
the  satisfaction  to  the  extensive 
background  knowledge  accumu- 
lated from  course  work  and  the 
eagerness  of  executives  to  assist 
management  students  in  their 
work. 


Rita  Carbone,  '77,  concurred 
with  Pouliot's  observation  and 
cited,  as  an  example,  a  question- 
naire designed  by  her  team, 
which  garnered  a  40  percent 
response  rate  versus  an  average 
10  percent  return  for  similar 
types  of  surveys. 

"The  course  with  Prof.  Hisrich 
outlines  all  the  theoretic  con- 
cepts of  market  research  and  the 
American  Optical  project  pro- 
vided the  practical  side  of  it," 
Carbone  said. 

Interestingly,  she  found  that 
her  temptation  to  couch  the  pro- 
ject report  in  marketing  argot 
was  strongly  resisted.  "Our  ini- 
tial report  was  heavily  laced 
with  marketing  jargon  and  the 
people  at  American  Optical 
asked  us  to  rewrite  it  into  English 
because  the  report  would  be  read 
by  many  people  in  a  variety  of 
positions,"  she  said. 

Richard  McCarthy,  '77,  found 
the  opportunity  to  utilize  and 
apply  the  marketing  research 
techniques  studied  in  class  to  be 
of  particular  value,  as  was  the 
opportunity  to  travel  widely  and 
confer  with  highly-placed  indus- 
try executives. 

Both  McCarthy  and  Carbone 
found  that  development  of  effec- 
tive interviewing  techniques  was 
a  discipline  to  be  mastered 
slowly. 

"It  wasn't  until  the  last  two  or 


three  weeks  of  the  project  that  I 
felt  we  knew  exactly  what  ques- 
tions to  ask  and  how  to  ask 
them,"  McCarthy  said.  Phraseol- 
ogy was  only  gradually  appre- 
ciated as  being  of  critical  impor- 
tance in  interviewing,  Carbone 
added.  "For  example,  when  talk- 
ing to  ophthalmologists,  I 
learned  to  ask  what  their  "fee" 
was,  not  what  their  "price" 
was,"  she  said. 


Business  schools  will  speak  of 
the  caliber  of  their  faculty,  the 
difficulty  of  their  courses,  the 
design  of  their  curriculum,  and  a 
variety  of  other  superlatives 
when  making  a  case  for  the 
excellence  of  their  respective 
programs.  In  the  final  analysis, 
however,  success  is  probably 
best  measured  in  the  ability  of 
graduates  to  go  in  and  do  the  job 
for  the  companies  that  hire  them. 

Hisrich's  "clients"  in  the 
"Market  Research"  course  have 
included  such  prestigious  firms 
as  Pan  American  Airlines,  Amer- 
ican Optical,  and  the  Kendall 
Company  —  in  all,  15  separate 
projects  were  conducted  in  last 
year's  course  —  and  corporate 
response  has  been  uniformly 
complimentary. 

It  comes  as  no  surprise  then 
that  students  who  have  gone 
through  the  course  have  done 


exceptionally  well  in  securing 
good  jobs  and  providing  top- 
flight performances  at  them. 

Corning,  General  Foods, 
Fanny  Farmer  and  Mobil  have 
all  reported  back  to  Hisrich  their 
pleasure  with  the  students  who 
have  gone  through  his  marketing 
research  program. 

It  all  comes  down  to  providing 
S.O.M.  students  with  the  com- 
petitive edge  and  the  compe- 
tency that  implies.  And  what  it 
means,  in  the  final  analysis,  is 
that  S.O.M.  students  are  now 
entering  corporations  armed  not 
solely  with  the  theoretical 
knowledge  accumulated  in  class 
but  increasingly  with  the  practi- 
cal experience  that  is  ever  so 
much  in  demand. 

Now,  when  corporate  recruit- 
ers tell  someone  that  they've 
recruited  at  School  X  and  always 
have  been  pleased  with  the  peo- 
ple they've  hired School  X

Francis  B.  McManus,  S.J. 


For  the  past  eight  years,  the 
University  in  common  with 
many  other  institutions  has  had 
a  policy  of  mandatory  retirement 
at  age  65  for  all  employees, 
including  Jesuit  Faculty  and 
administrators.  As  a  result,  there 
are  several  men  residing  in  St. 
Mary's  Hall  who  have  achieved 
the  status  of  retirement,  at  least 
in  the  technical  sense. 

But  what  constitutes  retire- 
ment for  these  men?  Aren't  the 
terms  "retired"  and  "Jesuit" 
mutually  exclusive?  Is  "re- 
tirement" as  defined  and  under- 
stood even  a  remote  possibility 
for  men  trained  in  a  tradition  of 
lifetime  service?  Four  members 
of  the  B.C.  Jesuit  Community 
were  interviewed  recently  to 
provide  the  answers  to  these 
questions  and  to  discover  what 
retirement  is  like  for  them  and 
their  colleagues. 

Francis  B.  McManus,  S.J.,  who 
served  for  many  years  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  University  until  retir- 
ing from  that  position  in  the 
spring  of  1976,  observed,  "One 
thing  you  have  to  remember  is 
that  my  generation  was  never 
brought  up  with  the  idea  of 
retirement.  People  expected  to 
work  as  long  as  their  health  per- 
mitted, so  we  never  had  the 
opportunity  to  prepare  for  retire- 
ment." 

In  spite  of  that  observation,  Fr. 
McManus  obviously  had  no 
intention  of  going  into  his  own 
retirement  unprepared.  During 
his  final  year  as  Secretary,  he 
took  driving  lessons  and  got  his 
first  driver's  license  so  he  could 
provide  his  own  transportation 
for  parish  work,  hospital  visit- 
ing, wakes  and  funerals. 

A  virtual  "walking  Alumni 
Directory,"  thanks  to  a  fountain 
of  information  dating  back  to  his 
years  of  service  as  dean  of  men 
in  the  School  of  Management,  Fr. 
McManus  spent  the  first  year  of 
his  retirement  assisting  the  late 
Edward  J.  Gorman,  S.J.,  in  his 
duties  as  Faculty  advisor  to  the 
Alumni  Association.  He  devoted 
much  of  that  time  to  visiting  ill 
and  elderly  alumni  and  the  fami- 


lies of  deceased  alumni,  thus 
continuing  a  longtime  tradition 
of  personal  contact  with  former 
students  and  their  families. 
Upon  the  sudden  and  untimely 
death  of  Fr.  Gorman  in  early 
August,  Fr.  McManus  became 
the  natural  successor  to  the 
Alumni  Association  position 
and,  at  the  request  of  Fr.  Monan 
and  the  Alumni  Board,  assumed 
the  official  duties  of  advisor  to 
the  Alumni  Association.  His 
"retired"  status  had  ended.  In 
addition  to  his  Alumni  Associa- 
tion duties,  Fr.  McManus  is  still 
doing  parish  work  on  weekends 
as  he  has  for  many  years,  and  he 
is  occasionally  called  upon  for 
consulting  services. 

A  small  number  of  the  Jesuit 
retirees  who  have  not  left  the 
classroom  completely  continue 
teaching  one  course  per  semester 
to  assist  departments  with  heavy 
enrollments  or  to  offer  special- 
ized courses  that  would  not  be 
available  otherwise.  One  such  is 
John  A.  McCarthy,  S.J.,  who  each 
semester  teaches  an  elective  in 
the  theology  department  entitled 
"Theologies  of  Love"  (not  a  mar- 
riage course,  he  is  quick  to 
explain).  In  addition  to  his  teach- 
ing, Fr.  McCarthy  is  also  active 
in  an  alumni  study  group  that 
has  been  meeting  eight  times  a 
year  since  1946  —  a  long-running 
success  by  any  standard.  Reluc- 
tant to  give  up  the  intellectual 
stimulation  they  enjoyed  as  stu- 
dents, the  men  in  this  group  read 
a  book  prior  to  each  meeting  and 
get  together  for  a  lively  discus- 
sion. 

Fr.  McCarthy  also  continues 
to  serve  as  moderator  of  the 
University's  Parents  Committee, 
and  he  too  is  still  involved  in 
parish  work.  He  gladly  offers  his 
priestly  services  to  his  former 
students  and  their  families  and  is 
called  upon  frequently.  During 
one  two-week  period,  for  exam- 
ple, he  officiated  at  two  bap- 
tisms, two  weddings  and  two 
funerals.  In  quiet  hours  he  can 
reserve  for  himself,  Fr.  McCar- 
thy reads  and  studies  in  moral 
theology. 


James  F.  Moynihan,  S.J.,  is 
another  retiree  who  is  still  in  the 
classroom,  teaching  one  course 
each  semester  in  the  Department 
of  Education's  division  of  coun- 
selor education  and  counseling 
psychology  in  the  Graduate 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 
Founder  of  the  psychology 
department  (whose  name  he 
changed  one  day  by  sawing  the 
"Modern  Psychology"  sign  in 
half),  Fr.  Moynihan's  profes- 
sional reputation  is  highly 
regarded  both  here  and  abroad. 
Fifty  years  a  Jesuit  and  40  years  a 
priest,  Fr.  Moynihan  estimates 
that  he  has  taught  some  5,300 
students  during  his  35  years  at 
the  University.  His  record  as  a 
chairman  is  no  less  impressive. 
The  first  Faculty  member  he 
hired  here  was  Bill  McGill,  then 
a  new  Ph.D.,  today  president  of 
Columbia  University. 

As  a  consultant  and  member 
of  the  human  studies  committee 
of  the  Veterans  Administration, 
Fr.  Moynihan  is  part  of  a  group 
that  studies  and  approves  var- 
ious research  proposals  submit- 
ted to  the  outpatient  clinic.  The 
committee's  purpose  is  to  safe- 
guard the  rights  of  veterans  used 
as  subjects  in  studies  (i.e.,  ascer- 
tain that  provision  is  made  for 
free  and  informed  consent)  and 
to  assure  that  any  risk  is  reduced 
to  a  minimum.  He  is  also  a  psy- 
chological consultant  to  a  reli- 
gious order. 

The  "Moynihan  style"  of 
mutual  respect  and  affection 
between  teacher  and  students  is 
well  known.  Thus,  it  was  no  sur- 
prise to  learn  that  he  spent  last 
October  and  November  in  Rome 
and  Jerusalem  on  a  tour  that  was 
a  gift  from  his  graduate  students. 
Although  he  anticipates  that  he 
will  stop  teaching  sometime  in 
the  near  future,  his  attitude 
toward  that  prospect  is  most 
positive.  "I  will  be  happy,"  he 
said,  "to  leave  them  smiling." 


Richard  G.  Shea,  S.J. 


"If  he  is  here  when  he  is  110, 
he  will  still  be  getting  people  to 
daily  Mass  and  confession,"  said 
a  Jesuit  colleague  of  Richard  G. 
Shea,  S.J.  During  the  school  term, 
Fr.  Shea  supervises  the  three 
noontime  Masses  in  St.  Mary's 
Chapel,  and  he  is  assisted  by  two 
other  retirees,  William  E.  Fitz- 
Gerald,  S.J.,  and  James  P.  Larkin, 
S.J.  Retired  Jesuits  are  also  on 
hand  at  the  chapel  to  hear  con- 
fessions each  day.  One  out- 
growth of  Fr.  Shea's  liturgical 
responsibilities  is  the  occasional 
counseling  of  students  and  Fac- 
ulty who  know  him  through  the 
chapel  contact. 

When  he  is  not  busy  at  the 
Chapel  or  distributing  posters 
and  notices  of  Mass  schedules 
across  the  campus,  Fr.  Shea 
"does  some  tutoring  of  introduc- 
tory Latin  and  philosophy,  with 
a  little  literature  thrown  in."  He 
also  finds  the  time  to  "study  with 
students  who  have  trouble  stud- 
ying alone.  I  learn  a  lot  that 
way,"  he  admitted.  Last  summer 
he  audited  a  management  course 
to  help  a  student  who  was  hav- 
ing problems  with  the  material. 

Fr.  Shea  is  another  of  the 
many  St.  Mary's  men  who  do 
weekend  parish  work.  Any 
allowance  that  he  receives  goes 
into  the  "St.  Mary's  Chapel 
Fund,"  which  provides  a  source 
of  emergency  money  for  stu- 
dents in  need.  He  also  keeps  up 


his  alumni  contacts,  both 
through  visits  and  through  corre- 
spondence. When  he  has  time 
for  leisure,  particularly  during 
the  summer  months,  he  is  one  of 
the  more  regular  users  of  the 
pool  at  the  Recreation  Complex. 

These  four  men  are  only  a 
sampling  of  the  kinds  of  activi- 
ties that  make  up  the 
"retirement"  of  Jesuits  at  the 
University.  The  activities  of  oth- 
ers include  continued  scholarly 
research  and  writing;  editing; 
nationwide  retreat  work;  parish 
work  in  Florida,  on  Cape  Cod 
and  in  other  parts  of  the  country; 
fund-raising,  hospital  chaplain- 
cies; and  the  Spanish-speaking 
apostolate;  to  name  just  a  few. 

Retirement  as  practiced  by  the 
Jesuits  is  extraordinary  and  is 
perhaps  best  explained  by  one  of 


Fr.  Moynihan's  observations.  He 
noted  that  studies  reveal  retire- 
ment is  easier  for  those  who 
work  for  extrinsic  rewards 
(salary,  power,  prestige,  etc.)  and 
much  more  difficult  for  those 
attuned  to  the  intrinsic  rewards 
of  their  work.  Fr.  McManus  also 
indicated  an  important  differ- 
ence between  the  Jesuit's  situa- 
tion and  that  of  his  retired  non- 
Jesuit  colleagues  with  regard  to 
any  worry  or  burden  concerning 
personal  welfare.  "If  I  need  a 
pair  of  shoes,  for  example,  that's 
my  superior's  concern  and  not 
my  own,"  he  said. 

However  one  looks  at  it,  the 
retired  Jesuits  of  Boston  College 
are  a  rare  breed;  indeed,  they  are 
a  contradiction.

In  conjunction  with  the 
separate  incorporation  of  the 
B.C.  Jesuit  Community  in 
1972,  the  University  Board  of 
Trustees  authorized  the 
establishment  of  a  retirement 
program  for  Jesuit  Faculty 
and  administrators  to  be  sup- 
ported by  University  funds.

The  ongoing  support  of  the 
Jesuit  Retirement  Fund  is 
provided  through  contribu- 
tions by  the  University  to  the 
Jesuit  Community.  The 
amount  of  the  contributions 
is  equal  to  that  paid  into 
Social  Security  and  other 
pension  programs  for  lay 
Faculty  and  administrators.

Prof.  Tang  sees  China-Albania  rift 


The  warm  relationship  that 
China  and  Albania  enjoyed 
because  of  their  long  time  alli- 
ance in  the  struggle  to  uphold  the 
purest  of  Communist  principles 
has  begun  to  cool,  according  to 
Peter  S.H.  Tang,  Professor  of 
Political  Science. 

In  an  article  published  Sept.  6 
in  the  Los  Angeles  Times,  Prof. 
Tang  said  official  Albanian  edi- 


torials and  statements  for  several 
months  have  attacked  the  leader- 
ship of  the  Peoples  Republic  of 
China  for  "distorting  Marxism- 
Leninism,"  "undermining  the 
revolution"  and  "deceiving  the 
people."  Recent  such  comments 
were  generated,  Prof.  Tang  said, 
by  the  welcome  Peking  gave  to 
Yugoslavia's  President  Tito,  an 
archenemy  of  Albanian  leader 
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signed,  but  they  may  be  printed 
with  only  the  writer's  initials  if  so 
desired.  Letters  not  intended  for 
publication  should  indicate  same.

The  current  discord  is  quite 
removed  from  the  unity  of  the 
two  countries  in  1961,  Prof.  Tang 
said,  when  they  joined  to  criti- 
cize the  Soviet  Union  for  violat- 
ing fundamental  Communist 
principles.  The  current  Albanian 
criticism  of  China,  he  said,  was 
certainly  not  the  equivalent  of 
the  1961  tirades  and  probably 
was  related  more  to  China's 
adoption  of  a  moderate  attitude 


toward  such  countries  as  the 
United  States  than  to  violations 
of  Marxism-Leninism. 

Prof.  Tang,  who  is  also  an 
associate  at  Harvard's  East 
Asian  Research  Center,  said  the 
significance  of  the  Albanian  crit- 
icism is  that  "for  the  first  time, 
the  Chinese  are  suspected  of 
being  contaminated  by  revision- 
ism." This  could  only  serve  to 
confuse  Communist  party  lead- 
ers, especially  in  the  Third 
World,  he  said.

On  an  early  spring  morning  in  1913,  the  71 
members  of  the  Boston  College  Class  of  1913 
bore  witness  to  the  dawning  of  the  College's 
new  age.  After  four  years  of  construction  that 
had  been  interrupted  twice  by  funding  diffi- 
culties, the  gothic  tower  building  that  crowned 
University  Heights  was  dedicated  before  the 
Class  by  President  Thomas  }.  Gasson,  S.J.,  "for 
the  greater  glory  of  God, . . .  for  the  cultivation 
of  solid  knowledge,  .  .  .  and  for  the  constant 
study  of  those  ideals  which  make  for  the  lofti- 
est civic  probity  and  for  the  most  exalted  per- 
sonal integrity."  Boston  College  was  50  years 
old  then  and  starting  anew. 

After  more  than  64  years,  the  tower  building 
that  took  the  name  of  its  builder  and  dedicator 
and  that  once  was  Boston  College  is  renewed.

Modern  computer  equipment  ond  renovated 
classrooms  show  both  the  new  and  traditional 
uses  made  of  Gasson  Hall. 


Nearly  300  alumni  and  friends  of  the 
University  celebrated  the  restoration  of 
Gasson  Hall  Nov.  6  in  ceremonies  that 
included  a  reenactment  of  the  dedication 
of  1913.  More  than  100  Golden  Eagles, 
members  of  those  classes  graduated  50 
years  and  more,  began  the  ceremonies 
with  a  procession  from  Bapst  Library  to 
the  west  porch  of  Gasson,  where  they 
were  greeted  by  Fr.  Monan  and  escorted 
into  T-100,  the  Assembly  Room. 

A  brief  program  in  the  assembly  room 
featured  a  recitation  by  Thomas  P. 
O'Malley,  S.J.,  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  of  Fr.  Gasson's  dedi- 
cation speech  and  remarks  by  Roy  J. 
Heffernan,  M.D.,  '16,  representing  the 
Golden  Eagles,  and  Fr.  Monan. 

"It  is  rare  that  history  repeats  itself," 
Fr.  Monan  said,  "and  it  is  more  rare  still 
when  repetition  goes  beyond  nostalgic 
reenactment  and  constitutes  a  new 
beginning.  But  today  is  such  a  reenact- 
ment and  it  is  a  new  beginning." 

The  years  had  taken  their  toll  on  Gas- 
son Hall.  The  simple  factors  of  weather 
and  time  and  the  special  one  of  the  aging 
of  wooden  structural  supports,  mortar 
and  stone  that  would  not  be  found  in  a 
building  constructed  since  its  time 
required  that  restorative  action  be  taken. 

Changing  times  also  made  their  mark 
on  Gasson.  The  interior  structure  of  the 
building,  with  its  central  stairways,  did 
not  grant  the  measure  of  safety  that  stair- 
ways allowing  a  direct  exit  from  the 
building  would  provide.  Also,  the  lack  of 
elevators  in  a  high-ceilinged  three-story 
structure  was  prohibitive  to  persons  with 
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third-floor  room  of  the  Fulton  Debating  Society  has 
n  made  into  an  amphitheater  and  its  ceiling  and  wall 
als  restored  to  their  original  beauty. 


physical  handicaps  or  elderly  or 
persons. 

A  little  more  than  three  years  ago, 
work  began  on  the  exterior  of  Gasson. 
Masonry,  roof  tile  and  Gothic  windows 
were  repaired  and  non-Gothic  windows 
replaced  with  modern  thermopane  glass. 
Also  restored  were  the  tower  pinnacles 
and  the  east  and  west  porches.  In  more 
costly  and  complex  interior  work,  eleva- 
tors were  installed  in  what  were  the  cen- 
tral stairways  and  new  stairways  were 
constructed  in  each  of  the  four  corners  of 
the  building.  Central  heating  and  air- 
conditioning  systems  replaced  the  spit- 
ting and  sputtering  radiators  familiar  to 
many  alumni. 

Administrative  offices  that  had  been 
located  in  Gasson  for  many  years  were 
transferred  to  new  spaces  in  St.  Thomas 
More  Hall,  vacated  by  the  Law  School  in 
its  1975  move  to  the  Newton  Campus. 
The  changes  resulted  in  more  space 
available  in  which  to  fulfill  the  primary 
purposes  of  Gasson  as  center  of  learning 
and  symbol  of  the  University. 

Renovated  classrooms  in  the  upper 
floors  of  Gasson  make  the  building  one  of 
the  largest  teaching  centers  on  campus. 
And  the  painstaking  restoration  of  the 
Assembly  Room,  library  and  Fulton 
Debating  Society  room  provides  the 
beauty  and  tradition  of  the  birthplace  of 
the  modern  Boston  College. 

Alumni  and  friends  have  played  their 
part  in  this  noble  project.  Expenses 
incurred  in  the  restoration  of  Gasson 
have  been  defrayed  by  contributions 
from  several  reunion  classes  and  an  allo- 


cation of  $650,000  from  the  New  Heights 
Advancement  Campaign. 

Gasson  Hall  was  a  building  beset  by 
the  infirmities  of  old  age,  but  it  was  not 
allowed  to  die.  It  has  been,  and  will 
remain,  a  valuable  asset  to  the  University 
and  its  future  students.  The  restoration 
of  Gasson  Hall  will  give  persons  during 
the  next  64  years  the  opportunity  to 
observe  and  use  a  building  that  could 
never  again  be  constructed  and  a  symbol 
of  Boston  College  that  can  never  be  lost.

takes  an  irreverent  but  kindly  look 

at  the  Boston  College  of  the  '30s

ver  the  years  I've  found  that  a  lazy 
person  like  myself,  who  makes  a  living 
by  his  wits,  tends  to  rely  much  on  mem- 
ory sharpened  and  clarified  by  this 
necessity.  Clues  from  memory  save  a  lot 
of  work.  Not  long  ago  a  Columbia  student 
waylaid  me  at  the  end  of  one  of  my 
classes.  "I  get  your  'ipso  facto,'  "  he  said, 
"and  I  think  I  dig  'nemo  dat  quod  non 
habet,'  but  would  you  mind  explaining 
'mutatis  mutandis'  to  me?"  Flattered,  I 
enlarged  on  my  little  pedantry.  But  1 
didn't  think  it  necessary  to  tell  the  youth 
that  I  heard  all  these  expressions  in  my 
freshman  year  at  Boston  College,  and 
that  the  tags  come  in  very  handy  when- 
ever I  want  to  add  a  flourish  to  a  bit  of 
rhetoric.  A  few  years  ago  I  found  myself 
on  a  Ph.D.  examining  committee  at  a 
defense  of  a  dissertation  on  James  Joyce. 
Something  came  up  about  Ulysses  and 
someone  wanted  an  example  of  Homer's 
onomatopoeia.  I  threw  in  the  line  about 
Polyphemus  heaving  the  mountain  peak 
after  Odysseus  so  that  the  sea  surged 
beneath  the  stone  as  it  fell:  Eklusthe  de 
thalassa  katerkomenes  hupo  petres. 

Afterward  Gilbert  Highet,  who  was 
also  on  the  committee,  asked  me  how  I

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happened  to  remember  that  particular 
line.  I  made  a  joke  of  it,  but  should  have 
told  him  that  the  line  came  out  of  my 
Boston  College  Greek  class  when  we 
were  worrying  our  way  through  the 
ninth  book  of  the  Odyssey.  Not  so  long 
ago  I  was  going  over  a  bit  of  Aristotle's 
Nichomachean  Ethics  with  some  Bar- 
nard students  and  (Lord  knows  how)  the 
question  of  Greek  attitudes  toward 
modesty  in  dress  came  up.  A  suitable 
illustration  struck  me  and  I  passed  it  on 
to  the  young  women.  It  was  Iphigenia 
under  Agamemnon's  sacrificial  knife, 
drawing  the  folds  of  her  dress  decently 
about  her  as  she  fell.  The  example  was 
not  the  fruit  of  my  scholarly  research.  I 
simply  heard  once  more  the  voice  of 
Father  Stephen  Mulcahey  (he  died  years 
ago  in  the  fire  at  Shadowbrook  Semi- 
nary) commenting  on  Aeschylus's  text  in 
my  sophomore  year. 

Boston  College  was  founded  in  1863 
but  did  not  thrive  until  the  nineties,  when 

?came  under  the  leadership  of  Father 
homas  Gasson,  a  dedicated  Jesuit  edu- 
cator exiled  from  the  Archdiocese  of 
Boston  by  Cardinal  O'Connell,  whose 
displeasure  he  had  incurred.  (Father 
Gasson  spent  his  last  days  teaching  Eng- 
lish grammar  somewhere  in  Canada.) 
Growing  up  in  Roxbury,  I  knew  that  for 
years  Boston  College  had  been  almost  the 
sole  source  of  higher  education  open  to 
boys  of  poor  and  lower-middle-class 
Catholic  families  of  Boston  and  its  envi- 
rons. Irish  with  a  little  money  and  some 
pretension  to  tone  sent  their  boys  to  Holy 
Cross,  the  Jesuit  boarding  college  in 
Worcester,  or  even  to  Georgetown,  far 
away  in  Washington,  D.C.  In  those  days 
Boston  College  had  no  boarders,  every- 
one commuted.  A  very  few  Irish  families 
(the  Kennedys  are  the  best-known  exam- 
ple) sent  their  boys  to  Harvard.  Boston 
College  was  rather  different  from  Har- 
vard. 


***** 


In  the  early  thirties,  "B.C."  was 
attended  by  about  a  thousand  boys,  90 
percent  of  them  Boston  Irish.  (A  neigh- 
bor, pleased  to  hear  I  intended  to  go  to 
the  college,  said,  "Good.  You'll  be  among 


your  own  kind  there."  I  tried  to  look  at 
him  with  cold  violence,  like  Stephen 
Dedalus.)  A  few  Boston  College  students 
were  very  talented.  The  majority  seemed 
good-natured  lively  boys,  not  given  over- 
much to. art  or  abstract  ideas,  but  with  a 
modicum  of  practical  intelligence  and 
often  a  certain  natural  grace.  They  were 
out  to  have  a  good  time,  but  they  wanted 
to  please  their  instructors,  and  conned 
their  Horace  and  Thucydides  with  dili- 
gence. Friends  were  made  easily  as  air 
breathed  and  energy  blew  off  at  illegally 
alcoholic  dances  held  off -campus  and  at 
explosive  football  games.  Holy  Cross 
was  our  archrival.  We  considered  its 
students  effete;  some  of  them,  we  heard, 
went  so  far  as  to  subscribe  to  the  New 
York  Times. 

Our  Jesuit  professors  did  not  have  the 
superintellects  that  legend  gave  them. 
("Thim  Jisuits  is  cliver  min!"  I  heard  one 
old  Irish  lady  say  to  another  on  the  Bea- 
con Street  trolley.)  Some  were  rather 
limited  in  their  general  reading.  Humane 
men,  they  had  much  compassion  and 
understanding  —  not  authoritarian,  but 
rather  permissive  as  teachers  and  coun- 
selors. They  would  try  to  observe  every 
boy  carefully  to  see  what  talents  he 
might  have.  When  a  bit  of  capacity  was 
suspected  —  academic  gift,  playacting,  or 
writing  —  the  Fathers  made  it  their  busi- 
ness to  provide  a  little  stage  on  which 
that  talent  could  try  itself.  If  some  lad  on 
the  freshman  football  squad  made  a  good 
block  on  the  field,  Father  Patrick 
McHugh,  our  dean,  would  be  in  the 
locker  room  after  the  game  to  take  the 
boy's  hand  in  his  dockworker's  fist.  He 
would  do  the  same  and  more  for  a  fledg- 
ling who  had  just  made  his  maiden 
speech  for  the  Marquette  or  Fulton 
debating  societies,  or  scraped  through  a 
fiddle  solo  at  the  Musical  Clubs  concert. 
Theology  apart,  the  Jesuits  encouraged 
individualism,  and  suavely  tolerated  the 
personal  idiosyncrasies  of  their  students. 
This  pedagogic  flexibility  stemmed  from 
the  tradition  of  the  Society  of  Jesus. 
Recently  I  read  of  Descartes  that  when 
the  philosopher  was  a  boy  at  the  Jesuit 
school  of  La  Fleche  and  painfully  averse 
to  getting  up  early  in  the  morning,  the 


Fathers  let  him  stay  in  bed  as  long  as  he 
liked,  provided  he  did  his  assignments.  I 
was  not  surprised. 

But  if  the  pedagogy  was  flexible,  the 
curriculum  was  not.  Rigidly  classical 
requirements  for  the  A.B.  degree  fol- 
lowed a  modified  version  of  the  Jesuit 
Ratio  Studiorum.  If  you  needed  three 
years  of  Greek,  as  I  did,  you  could  take  an 
elective  course  only  in  your  junior  and 
senior  years.  Latin,  Greek,  and  English 
literature  formed  the  core  of  freshman 
year,  taught  by  one  and  the  same  instruc- 
tor, often  a  "scholastic,"  that  is,  a  Jesuit 
not  yet  ordained.  Sophomore  year  cen- 
tered on  Latin,  Greek,  and  Rhetoric.  We 
learned  how  to  write  a  speech,  something 
most  people  don't  know  how  to  do. 
Jesuits  conducted  classes  in  English  or  in 
a  doggish  kind  of  Latin,  disturbing 
Cicero's  eternal  rest.  Philosophy  domi- 
nated the  two  upper  years.  In  addition  to 


two  years  of  required  laboratory  science, 
two  years  of  history  and  two  of  modern 
language  had  to  be  got  through.  "Apol- 
ogetics" —  the  general  name  for  religion 
courses  —  met  twice  a  week  in  a  large 
lecture  hall,  its  classes  generally  slept 
through  or  doodled  at.  Our  sophomore 
textbook,  Chetwood,  stated  that  Hell  was 
probably  located  in  the  center  of  our 
earth;  but  the  Jesuit  Father  in  charge  of 
the  course  relied  on  his  own  lecture 
notes,  and  we  paid  little  attention  to  the 
official  text. 

A  livelier  adventure  in  Apologetics 
included  our  public  Symposium  on  Evi- 
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Holy  Cross  was  our  archrival.  We  considered  its  stu- 
dents effete;  some  of  them,  we  heard,  went  so  far  as  to 
subscribe  to  the  New  York  Times. 


dences  of  Religion,  a  one-shot  public 
affair,  brainchild  of  earnest  Father  Rus- 
sell Sullivan,  nicknamed  "The  Masterful 
Monk."  A  distinguished  audience 
attended  that  occasion,  the  guest  of 
honor  his  Eminence  William  Cardinal 
O'Connell,  Archbishop  of  Boston.  A 
quarter  of  undergraduate  defenders  of 
the  faith  sat  on  stage  and  expounded 
various  orthodox  theses.  Four  skeptical 
"rationalists"  (I  was  one)  were  planted 
stooge-fashion  in  the  house  to  heckle  the 
lads  on  stage  with  carefully  rehearsed 
objections.  As  all  answers  to  our  chal- 
lenges had  been  prepared  in  advance,  we 
poor  rationalists  had  our  feeble  argu- 
ments wrung  by  the  neck  one  after 
another  without  mercy.

William  O'Connell,  who  appeared  in 
Henry  Morton  Robinson's  novel  The 
Cardinal  as  legendary  overlord  of  a  mil- 
lion Catholic  New  Englanders,  was  the 
son  of  immigrant  parents  who  settled  in 
the  mill  town  of  Lowell,  Massachusetts. 
As  prelate,  he  wielded  absolute  spiritual 
authority  in  his  vast  Archdiocese  and 
held  awesome  temporal  power  in  Boston 
as  well.  Boston  College's  most  distin- 
guished alumnus,  His  Eminence  resided 
less  than  a  mile  away  from  the  campus  in 
his  episcopal  palace  on  Lake  Street  and 
Commonwealth  Avenue,  where  he  lived 
and  entertained  in  the  style  of  a  Renais- 
sance prince.  Any  appearance  of  "Big 
Bill"  on  our  turf  set  us  to  repeating  all  the 
stories  we  had  heard  about  him:  his 
financial  genius,  his  vast  real  estate  hold- 
ings, his  standing  with  the  Pope,  his 
fabled  art  collection,  the  gasoline  service 
stations  he  allegedly  controlled,  his 
Javanese  valet,  his  champion  French 
poodles.  Tall,  rubicund,  of  imposing  bulk 
and  dimpled  chin,  he  looked  in  his  scarlet 
robes  like  an  Eastern  emperor,  a  Son  of 
Heaven. 

My  junior  year  coincided  with  the  fif- 
tieth anniversary  of  His  Eminence's 
graduation  from  Boston  College,  and  we 
saw  rather  more  of  him  on  campus  than 
usual.  For  his  jubilee,  the  college  dra- 


matic society  put  on  a  masque,  Eliza- 
bethan-style, in  his  honor.  Titled  The 
White  King's  Son,  the  masque  was  a 
transparent  and  laudatory  allegory  writ- 
ten especially  for  the  occasion  by  Father 
Bonn,  a  Jesuit  of  literary  bent.  The  White 
King's  son  did  good,  conquered  evil, 
routed  his  enemies,  achieved  a  radiant 
apotheosis.  His  Eminence  had  no  trouble 
recognizing  himself,  and  when  the  cur- 
tain fell  he  advanced  with  measured 
tread  to  the  front  of  the  auditorium 
crowded  with  expectant  students  and 
faculty.  Members  of  the  cast  (I  was  an 
ancient  shepherd,  with  beard  and  crook) 
scrounged  down  on  the  stage  floor 
behind  the  curtain  within  touching  dis- 
tance of  His  Eminence's  august  rear  and 
peeked  out.  The  Cardinal  descanted  on 
his  early  triumphs  as  an  undergraduate. 
"When  as  a  freshman  boy  I  arrived  at 
Boston  College,"  he  said,  "the  dean  of 
studies  took  me  around  to  my  classes  to 
introduce  me  to  my  fellow  students  with 
these  words,  'Boys,  here's  William 
O'Connell.  Watch  out  for  your  honors!'  " 
He  went  on  to  tell  how  he  worked  zeal- 
ously at  his  studies  until,  he  said,  "To  my 
utter  amazement,  I  won  highest  honors 
in  my  first  year  class."  He  tried  for  the 
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debating  team  and  there  too  met  success. 
"To  my  utter  amazement,"  he  boomed,  "I 
won  the  gold  medal."  Thereupon  he 
entered  the  annual  oratorical  contest  and 
to  his  utter  amazement  won  that  too. 
Finally  his  commencement  day  arrived, 
and  he  graduated.  "TO  MY  UTTER 
AMAZEMENT,"  he  roared,  "I  won  not 
one,  not  two,  but  every  highest  honor 
given  that  day." 

At  the  end  of  my  junior  year,  Boston 
College  conferred  an  honorary  degree  on 
Cardinal  O'Connell  to  commemorate  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  graduation 
from  alma  mater.  Much  head-scratching 
in  St.  Mary's  Hall  preceded  the  award, 
for  the  Jesuits  had  to  think  up  something 
extraordinary  to  give  him  —  he  had 
everything  already,  including  the  Order 
of  the  Rising  Sun  from  the  Emperor  of 
Japan.  So  this  was  no  ordinary  degree,  no 
mere  doctorate  of  law  or  letters,  but  a 
superdegree,  hitherto  unknown  to  man, 
devised  by  the  college  authorities  for  the 
occasion,  and  made  to  specifications  that 
along  could  do  justice  to  the  majestic 
recipient's  unique  accomplishments.  The 
Cardinal  was  elevated  to  the  unprece- 
dented degree  of

If  this  near-canonization  seems  exces- 
sive, it  should  be  remembered  in  charity 
that  the  Cardinal  had  the  Jesuits  over  a 
barrel.  Although  an  independent  reli- 
gious order,  the  Jesuit  presence  in  the 
Archdiocese  put  them  under  his  jurisdic- 
tion. There  had  been  differences,  and  his 
hand  was  heavy.  Jesuits  remembered  the 
fate  of  Father  Gasson,  builder  of  the  col- 
lege on  the  hill. 

Afterward  in  the  office  of  The  Heights, 
the  undergraduate  newspaper,  the  edi- 
tors chortled  over  valedictorian  John 
Wright's  proposed  lead  for  the  story  on 
the  degree-conferring: 

CARDINAL'S  BUTTOCKS  BANDAGED 
AFTER  INSPIRING  CEREMONY 

In  due  course  John  Wright  became  a 
Cardinal  himself,  installed  in  the  Vatican 
as  prefect  of  the  Sacred  Congregation  for 
the  Clergy. 


Philosophy,  Queen  of  the  Sciences, 
formed  the  core  of  the  upper-class  curric- 
ulum at  Boston  College.  Juniors  studied 
logic,  epistemology,  ontology,  and  cos- 
mology. As  seniors,  we  concentrated  on 
ethics  and  on  rational  psychology  —  the 


study  of  the  soul  and  its  vital  functions, 
including  thinking.  The  situation  in  phi- 
losophy at  Boston  College  during  the 
thirties  was  typical  of  the  scandalous 
way  in  which  the  subject  was  studied 
and  taught  in  Catholic  colleges  through- 
out the  country  in  those  days.  Just  as  the 
Navy  expected  Annapolis  graduates  to 
be  able  to  perform  and  instruct  well  in 
any  branch  of  naval  science  from  sea- 
manship to  engineering,  so  ordained 
Jesuits  assigned  to  college  teaching  were 
presumed  competent  to  teach  any  basic 
subject  of  the  curriculum.  They  could  get 
by  with  this  in  classics,  but  the  results 
were  damaging  in  philosophy  —  even 


though  older  and  more  experienced 
Fathers  usually  taught  the  subject.  For 
the  most  part,  our  textbooks  were 
mimeographed  manuals  in  which 
"theses"  were  stated,  terms  defined,  and 
theses  "proved,"  and  the  objections  of 
adversaries  dealt  with.  Most  of  these 
theses  were  said  to  be  "certain." 
Although  what  we  were  taught  went  by 
the  name  of  Scholastic  philosophy,  we 
had  no  reading  in  Aquinas,  Scotus,  or 
other  schoolmen.  We  never  read  a  trea- 
tise of  Aristotle  or  a  dialogue  of  Plato. 
Even  the  teachings  of  Suarez,  the  Span- 
ish Jesuit  who  had  refreshed  a  scholastic 
tradition  gone  dry,  we  got  third  hand. 
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Modern  philosophers  like  Descartes  or 
Hegel  were  summarily  dispatched  as 
"sophists."  A  more  formal  method  of 
erasing  these  sillies  exposed  their  doc- 
trines to  particularly  lethal  syllogisms: 

The  opinion  of  Locke  makes  substance  a 
collection  of  qualities  or  modifications 
which  modify  nothing. 
But  a  collection  of  qualities  which  mod- 
ify nothing  is  false  and  contrary  to  fact. 
Therefore,  the  opinion  of  Locke  is  false 
and  contrary  to  fact. 

Jesuit  fathers  of  that  time  and  place 
had  little  special  or  graduate  training  in 
philosophy  and  no  professional  contact 
with  work  being  done  by  contemporary 
philosophers  in  Europe  or  the  United 
States.  Occasionally  they  showed  them- 
selves aware  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
mimeographed  manuals.  Reflecting  upon 
a  stock  "refutation"  of  Kant  he  was 
explaining  to  the  class,  German-born 
Father  Fritz  Boehm  had  the  grace  to  add, 
"If  Kant  were  to  come  in  the  back  door  of 
this  lecture  room,  you'd  see  me  going  out 
the  front."  Nevertheless  this  anachronis- 
tic method  of  teaching  philosophy,  long 
since  replaced,  left  a  small  residue  of 
value.  In  some  way,  hard  to  explain,  it 
imparted  a  certain  sense  of  rigor  that 
transcended  the  impoverished  argu- 
ments used  to  defend  it.  Perhaps  it  just 
got  one  into  the  useful  habit  of  defining 
terms  and  making  schematics  of  argu- 
ments. Perhaps  the  canned  refutations  of 
Hume  and  Kant  awakened  a  dormant 
critical  sense  —  surely  the  arguments  of 
these  philosophers  couldn't  be  demol- 
ished that  easily. 


***** 


The  classical  rigor  of  the  early  thirties 
at  Boston  College  was  relieved  by  the 
most  wonderful  opportunity  for  extra- 
curricular activities.  The  college  orches- 
tra (I  played  cello)  and  glee  club  toured 
Lowell,  Fall  River,  New  Bedford,  Fram- 
ingham,  Weston,  Worcester,  and  smaller 
towns.  After  the  last  notes  of  Katelby's  In 
a  Persian  Marketplace  or  Oley  Speak's

Morning  had  their  dying  fall,  there  would 
be  a  dance  in  whatever  hall  the  concert 
was  given.  Local  girls  would  appear,  real 
girls  in  evening  gowns  and  Bourjois  per- 
fume to  dance  with  us.  At  our  concert  for 
Sacred  Heart  Academy,  Gianelli,  our 
xylophonist,  soloed  with  Kitten  on  the 
Keys.  Afterward,  over  punch  and  cook- 
ies, I  asked  an  elderly  nun  what  had  we 
played  that  she  liked  best.  With  some 
embarrassment  she  said  she  liked  the 
xylophone  piece.  "But,"  she  said  anx- 
iously, "it  was  so  worldly."  Very  worldly 
was  our  concert  and  dance  at  the  hospital 
for  the  aged  poor  on  an  island  in  Boston 
Harbor.  Cooped  up  there  weeks  on  end, 
the  young  nurses  expressed  warm  appre- 
ciation for  our  efforts. 

But  the  Stylus  was  the  darling  thing, 
the  college  literary  magazine  of  which  I 
became  editor.  We  had  a  wonderful  staff. 
Connie  Dalton  and  Herbert  Kenny  were 
to  become  top  Boston  newspapermen, 
Herb  retiring  as  poet  laureate  of  the  city. 
Louis  Mercier,  later  of  Holiday  maga- 
zine, wrote  short  stories.  Jim  Connolly, 
advertising  executive-to-be,  wrote  on  the 
bourgeois  novelist  Galsworthy,  and 
Charlie  Donovan  (one  day  he  would  be 
vice-president  and  provost  of  the  college) 
did  an  essay  on  the  prose  rhythm  of 
Nooman  (sic).  Strangely,  I  can't  recall 
that  Phil  McNiff  —  years  later  director  of 
the  Boston  Public  Library  —  wrote  any- 


thing for  us,  though  he  was  a  good  friend 
of  the  Stylus. 


We  hard-core  members  of  Stylus  1933 
battled  Philistia;  our  mission,  to  shock 
whatever  bourgeoisie  there  might  be 
around.  We  threw  away  the  Gothic  decor 
of  the  old  Stylus,  substituting  a  stream- 
lined modernist  format  with  lots  of  low- 
er-case and  sans-serif  type.  Our  hero:  T. 
S.  Eliot,  who  that  winter  was  offering  a 
series  of  evening  lectures  over  at  Har- 
vard. Faithfully  I  attended  them,  watch- 
ing the  great  Lord  Weary  come  in  from 
the  snowy  cold,  slowly  kick  off  his  over- 
shoes, mount  to  the  lectern,  and  in  mea- 
sured tones  deliver  his  views  on  Criti- 
cism. He  came  down  hard  on  some  poets. 
"If  Shelley  had  submitted  his  poems  to 
the  Criterion,"  he  said,  "we  might  have 
printed  some  of  them  —  heavily  blue- 
penciled." 

Duly  I  reported  Eliot's  ruminations  to 
my  Stylus  colleagues  and  we  discussed 
them  furiously,  and  noted  them  in  our 
column  "The  Arts."  In  our  magazine's 
rich  cream-colored  pages  we  extolled  not 
only  Eliot,  but  Yeats,  Symbolist  poetry, 
Ezra  Pound,  J-K.  Huysmans,  Eugene 
O'Neill,  Elinor  Wylie,  James  Joyce,  mod- 
ern   jazz,    and    the    Boston    Symphony 
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Stylus  carried  on  a  fierce  running  battle  with  the 
Heights, . . .  whose  editor  and  staff  we  regarded  as  little 
better  than  Neanderthals  in  matters  of  culture. 


Orchestra.  Our  faculty  moderator, 
Father  Dave  Twomey,  did  not  censor  a 
line  by  any  of  us,  although  he  often  shook 
his  blond,  curly  head  over  what  some  of 
the  patres  graviores  might  think  of  our 
arty  posturings.  The  Fathers  did  not 
seem  to  mind. 

Stylus  carried  on  a  fierce  running  bat- 
tle with  the  Heights,  the  college  under- 
graduate newspaper  whose  editor  and 
staff  we  regarded  as  little  better  than 
Neanderthals  in  matters  of  culture.  In 
turn,  the  Heights  staff  looked  down  on 
the  Stylus  editors  as  a  pseudo-sophisti- 
cated clique  of  intellectual  snobs.  When 
the  Abbey  Players  from  Dublin  arrived 
in  Boston  with  Barry  Fitzgerald,  T.  J. 
McCormack,  and  Sara  Allgood  to  play 
Juno  and  the  Paycock,  Playboy  of  the 
Western  World,  and  other  Irish  pieces, 
the  Heights  took  it  upon  itself  to  con- 
demn plays  and  players  alike.  The  outcry 
sounded  like  the  bawls  heard  by  Stephen 
Dedalus  the  night  Yeats's  Countess  Cath- 
leen  opened  the  national  theater  in  Dub- 
lin. "Rotten  meat  to  flies!"  thundered  the 
Heights  in  its  lead  editorial.  "We  have 
our  own  troubles  with  our  own  O'Neills 
and  Dreisers.  And  when  we  find  our- 
selves paying  court  to  a  prominent 
invader  who  jeopardizes  his  position  by 
handing  out  an  Irish  version  of  the  same 
depressing  balderdash,  it  is  tantamount 
to  heaping  coals."  Metaphors  blazing,  the 
Heights  closed  in  to  demolish  the  Protes- 
tants O'Casey,  Synge,  and  Willie  Yeats. 
In  reply,  Stylus  poured  out  its  scorn  on 
the  reactionary  rage.  This,  we  said,  was 
worse  than  ignorance;  it  was  hooligan- 
ism! Father  Paul  de  Mangeleere,  a 
bearded  Walloon  and  our  professor  of 
French,  chuckled  at  those  youthful  tus- 
sles on  matters  of  art  and  taste  and 
cheered  both  sides  on  —  until  one  day 
Heights  gleefully  printed  a  student  letter 
assailing  Stylus  for  high-hattishly 
espousing  the  cause  of  what  the  letter 
writer  contemptuously  referred  to  as 
"obscure  French  poetry  spoutings."  That 
day  in  class  Pere  de  Mangeleere  publicly 
denounced  the  Heights  as  a  sheet  scrib- 
bled by  barbarians,  and  acclaimed  the 


Stylus  editors  as  defenders  of  civilized 
and  humane  values.  "Who  wrote  ziz 
meeserable  letter?"  he  bellowed  to  our 
class  in  fine  Gallic  rage,  waving  a  copy  of 
the  offending  issue  of  the  Heights.  "I 
weel  tell  you.  A  PEASANT  FROM  ZE 
PEAT  BOGS  OF  IRELAND!"  Jim  Con- 
nolly and  John  Hanrahan  led  the  cheers.  I 
am  proud  to  recall  that  a  number  of  foot- 
ball varsity  supported  Stylus  in  this  cri- 
sis, including  stars  Pete  Chesnulevitch 
and  Phil  ("Moose")  Couhig. 

The  zenith  of  our  sophisticated  snob- 
bishness was  reached  when  we  staged 
the  great  Stylus  Art  Exhibition.  We  col- 
lected about  a  hundred  color  prints  of 
paintings  of  what  is  now  stuffily  called 
the  School  of  Paris.  Stripping  the  walls  of 
yellowing  photographs  of  coach  Joe 
McKenney's  old  football  teams,  we 
transformed  the  Stylus  office  in  the 
Tower  Building  into  an  art  gallery.  When 
we  had  the  pictures  hung,  we  sent  letters 
to  all  the  Boston  newspapers,  inviting 
their  art  critics  to  the  tea  which  was  to 
open  the  exhibition.  No  critics  came,  but 
the  Boston  Evening  Transcript,  sensitive 
even  to  the  most  remote  stirrings  of  cul- 


ture, be  it  among  the  very  Parthians  and 
Scythians,  ran  a  small  story  with  the  con- 
descending heading: 


ART  MAKES  ITS  DEBUT  AT 
BOSTON  COLLEGE 

Nearly  all  the  Jesuit  fathers  turned  out 
to  sip  our  tea,  made  from  water  boiled 
with  agonizing  slowness  on  top  of  a 
Sterno  can,  and  they  gravely  appreciated 
our  Van  Goghs,  Picassos,  Matisses,  and 
Braques.  Only  Father  Terence  Connolly 
had  doubts  about  a  rather  louche  Modi- 
gliani.  "It  is  not  a  nude  woman,  Father,"  I 
insisted  in  my  best  art-for-art's-sake 
manner.  "It's  a  picture."  Father  Connolly 
remained  unconvinced. 

The  old  Boston  College  pedagogy, 
holding  an  easy  equilibrium  between 
orthodoxy  as  to  doctrine  and  flexibility 
as  to  people,  suited  me  very  well.  It 
"prepared"  me  for  no  career  at  all  other 
than  the  lazy  profession  I  found  my  way 
into:  reading  books,  talking  to  students, 
enjoying  the  sound  of  my  own  voice. 
They  were  just  four  good  years  of  life.

The  late  Phil  Callan,  '25,  who 
had  provided  many  years  of  ser- 
vice to  the  University  as  Assist- 
ant Director  of  the  Annual  Fund 
and  "father"  of  the  telethons, 
was  the  winner  posthumously  of 
the  1977  McKenney  Award.

furnishes  a  concrete  basis  for  dealing  with  aberrated 
regulatory  function  in  D.N. A.  and  represents  a  major 
new  approach  for  cancer  research.
